Court Action Will Definitely 
Decide Issue for Upland 
and Ontario 








LEGAL STEPS STUDIED 





Matter Settled for This Year 
But Court Decision Sought 
For Future Policy 





Consideration is being given in 
Upland today to the matter of 
a friendly test suit to definitely 
decide the question of the school 
poundries between Upland and 
Ontario. 

That such a suit is to be start- 
ed is the understanding between 
members of the Upland and On- 
tario boards and Paul W. Nichols, 
deputy county auditor. Several 
suggested ways of getting the 
unusual matter into court but as 
yet no method has been decided 
on. 

For the school year opening 
Bept. 14, the boundry questicn has 
been settled satisfactorily. 

Purpose of the suit will be to 
determine the exact dividing line 
between the Upland and Ontario 
school districts. The territory in 
question is the arca annexed to 
Upland from Ontario in 1935. 
Students in that district will at- 
end he Edison school as in past 
years. Uniess the matter is taken 
to court and definitely decided it 
js pcssible the children concerned 
might be required to attend the 
Fannie D. Noe school on Arrow 
hichway. 

[t has been suggested to Ha- 
word E. Gray, city attorney, that 


he study the school situation and ; 


recommend the most feasible man- 
ner in getting the question set- 
fti:d by the state supreme court. 
Hie informa'ly and unofficially 
discuss the situation at the Up- 


land city council meeting last 
night. 
The question concerns the 


school board and not the city 
council. 

Possinility of a friendly suit 
being started was suggested at a 
conference on Aug. 27 betweer 
Upland and Ontario school board 
members and municipal officials. 

The belief, generally acceptea 
here, 1s that the annexation dis- 
trict is a part of the Ontario 
school district. Some contend, 
pyowever, that when the Ontario 
city boundary was changed from 
the Santa Fe tracks to a point 
south of Seventh street, the school 
boundaries were also changed. A 
court decisicn will definitely de- 
cide the issue.

General satisfaction is being ex- 
pressed over the manner in which 
the Ontario-Upland school prob- 
Jem has been settled. 

Students in the distrct annexed 
to Upland in 1935 will attend the 
Ediscn school as always in the 
past. At one time it was believed 
these students would have to go 
to the Fannie D. Noe school on 
Arrow highway. 

Paul W. Nichols, deputy coun- 
ty auditor, announced last week 
that his office was considering 
the annexation district as a part 
of the Ontario school sytem and 
that the students could continue 
to attend the Edison school. The 
question came up when U. S&S. 
Webb, attorney general, said that 
the Upland school boundary was 
moved south with the extension 
of the Upland city limits at the 
time of the annexaion.

School Bond Vote. 


Chaffey district taxpayers will 
watch with interest the outcome 
of a $250,000 bond issue election 
tto be held in San Bernardino next 
month. Money is sought for the 
construction of additional school 
buildings. 


The matter will be of interest 
here because the calling of a pro- 
posed bond election has been sug- 
gested as a means of constructing 
an auditorium on the Chaffey 
campus, The Chaffey project 
would get the benefit of a $145,- 
000 PWA allotment. The San Ber- 


nardino project would not be aid- | 


ed by the federal government.

This number includes all per- 
sons who own property, the es- 
| timate not being confined tomem- 
bers of the Exchange. He further 
| estimates that the average hold- 
ing of each person is 8% acres. 
This makes a total of approxi- 
mately 10,200 acres devoted to 
the production of oranges, lemons, 
and grapefruit. 

It ig virtually impossible to 
make an estimate of the number 
of persons depending for their 
livelihood on the local citrus in- 
dustry. It is generally accepted, 
however, that the citrus produc- 
tion is the largest industry in the 


trict shares the honors with the 
Redlands district as being the 
principal citrus communities. Red- 
land leads in the orange produc- 
tion while Upland leads in lemon 
preduction as well as having 4 
huge orange acreage.

The Ontario 
bonded indebtedness, however, does 
apply to the seceded territory. 
Actually, therefore, the rate paid 
by residents in the annexation dis- 
tricts is virtually the same as that 
paid by other Upland residents.

Next | 
week’s basis is 30 cars a day, | 
with the two weeks’ shipments

Total lemon storage in the Cali- | 
| fornia Fruit Growers Exchange | 
las of Sept. 1 was 847 cars and the | 
lemon storage in this district was | 
65 cars. | 

Valencia orange shipments set 
for the week for all of California 
and Nevad: at 1100 cars for

shipments are going out cn the |

Huge Railroad Oil Tank To Be

Part of Grove Heating System 





A huge oil tank that has ridden 
many a mile over the Santa Fe 
railroad is being buried today on 
Paul Schowalter’s 10-acre citrus 
grove in the Red Hill district. 

The big steel tank, purchased | 
from the Santa Fe railway by Mr. 
Schowalter, has a 10,500 barrel 
capacity and will be used to store 
oil for grove heating this winter. 

The Schowalter grove has just , 
been piped for automatic, smoke- | 
less heating, being one of the very 
few groves in the citrus belt equip- | 
ped with this modern method of 
combatting frost. 

The mammoth tank, a part of 
the heating system, is being sunk 
four feet into the ground. It is be-|
